Ellise announces. 
The grade school

Monday morning, is expected to run 
slightly over that of last year from 
indications, the increase being due to 
a number of families moving to town 
since last spring.

The out-of-town teachers will a r­ 
rive the later part of this week and 
will be ready for work. Monday. The 
teachers are all well qualified, 
the 
High School faculty all being gradu­ 
ates of a Senior College or Universi­ 
ty, the grade school faculty possess­ 
ing at leant sixty hours college cred­ 
it. 
Parents should see to it that their 
children are in school from the start 
so that none of the work will be lost. 
The laws of the State are very clear, 
regarding the duty of parents in the 
m atter of sending their children 
to 
school. 
According to the law, 
chil­ 
dren from 7 to 14 yearn of age must 
be in school every day the schools 
are in session, unless they are sick, 
have completed the common 
school 
course, or are mentally defective. The 
requirements are the same for chil­ 
dren from 14 to 16 years of age. un­ 
less they are actually, regularly and 
lawfully employed at least six hours 
each day in some aseful occupation. 
The penalty for the conviction of a 
parent or guardian, who violates the 
above law is a fine of not less than 
ten dollars and not more than twen­ 
ty-five, or imprisonment for not less 
than two days and not more than ten 
days, or both such imprisonment’ and 
fine. 
The public schools were established 
in Missouri for two fundamental rea­ 
son«. 
First, the people believe 
that 
every child should have and is entitl­ 
ed by right to a common school edu­ 
cation; second, they belive that illi­ 
teracy and ignorance are a real men­ 
ace to a free state. 
Many people believe that the com­ 
pulsory school attendance law should 
be better enforced than it is in some 
sections of Missouri. 
They 
believe 
that the ignorance, indolence, indif­ 
ference and selfishness of a 
parent 
should not be allowed to deprive any 
child of his right to a common school 
education. They believe there will be 
few, if any more, cases of real want 
and distress at the time because the 
small children go to school every day 
and there will be much less of pover­ 
ty in the future, if those children do 
receive an education.
